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Dr. Blake told a joint assembly 
of the council’s divisions of home 
missions and Christian life and work 
that so much untaxed wealth is 
falling into the hands of the church- 
es “that in time no alternative but 
revolution and expropriation may 
seem to lie before the people.” 


“We need to face this threat be- 
fore it becomes unsolvable, leading 
to anti-clerical violence as it did in 
eastern Europe,” he warned. 


Turning to the broader relations 
of Church and State, Dr. Blake said 
the worship of God “can be equally 
shackled by an all-powerful totali- 
tarian Church as well as by an all- 
powerful State.” 


“Tt will be well for all Americans 
who believe in God,” he continued, 
“to combine to resist any who either 
in the name of God or of public 
order would try to upset that deli- 
cate balance between duty to God 
and State which is the inherited 
guarantee of our religious liberty.” 

The council president said he con- 
siders the American church in a 
happier situation than the church 
in most nations of the world. 


The freedom of American parents 
to send their children to church or 


private schools must be safeguarded, 


he cautioned, “even though on other 
grounds we may believe it is best 
for the nation that most children at- 
tend public, tax-supported schools.” 


Dr. Blake said that in Spain “a 
single Church controls the educa- 
tional system and all children, in- 
cluding those of Protestants, must 
attend schools which are under the 
direction of the Roman Church.” 


He added that Spanish Protestant- 
ism was “less free” than the minor- 
ity churches in the Soviet Union. 


Dr. Blake emphasized that he was 
not trying to stir up Protestant- 
Catholic controversy, which he said 
was “so happily at a minimum in 
this country.”

government is safe. The former is 
guaranteed by the latter. Costsmay 
rise and the government has every 
right to increase them as need 
arises, but we need have no fear 
for Social Security so long as our 


_ government continues stable and 


operative. 


The Federal Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance Trust Fund, out 
of which Social Security is finan- 
ced, was established by Congress 
and its funds are kept separate 
from all other accounts in the 
United States Treasury. All con- 
tributions made by employers, em- 
ployees and self-employed go into 
this fund. The Fund invests only in 
Federal securities. Securities held 
by the Trust Fund are not IOU’s is- 
sued by the government to itself.

Woman’ s place in the emerging com- 
panionship family is one of relative 
equality in making decisions, in

t is obvious that husbands and 
wives who hold contradictory con- 
ae of “women’s place in the 
home” today will have basic con- 
flicts in marriage. 

In building and strengthening the 
‘marriage ties, it is most important 
to understand the profound contrast 
be etween the institutional and the 
emerging companionship type of 
family.

Democratic Family Patterns 

A comparison of the older author- 
itarian family with the democratic 
family shows that teenagers brought 
up in the democratic family enjoy 
happier homes than do young peo- 
ple reared in a home dominated by 
parents’ wishes or commands. Teen- 
agers in democratic families are bet- 
ter adjusted, have fewer major prob- 
lems, and have a closer relationship 
with their parents. 

A higher percentage of boys and 
girls who had been reared in a 
democratic family wanted to be ex- 
actly like their father or mother. It 
is important to note that the degree 

of influence the parents will have, 
and the extent to which the boy or 
girl will adopt the way of life of the 
parents, depends on the degree of 
democracy in the home. A recent 
study showed that twice as many 
teenagers living in authoritarian 
homes frequently disagreed with 
parents as those living in democratic 
homes.
